Last Sunday the aervlcea were all 
held as usual, and the attondanco at 
the Church School was especially 
eood. At that time there was a short 
review of the customs of the Church, 
after which Mr. Brock told the story 
of St. Prancis of Asalsl. St. Francis 
lived In Italy in the eleventh century, 
. and was the son of noble parents. He 
had everything that wealth and nobil- 
ity could give him, and yet he was 
not satlsQed. in reading the Gospels 
he was much Impressed with the 
story of the young man who came to 
. Our Lord, wishing to find out how to 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. 
After Our Lord Questioned him as to 
whether ho kept Uio commandments 
he said that ho must sqU that ho had 
and give It to the poor. St. Francis 
^vas so impressed with this story that 
ho went out and did the same thing. 
Ills parents were angry with hfm be- 
cause he had done this, but St. Fran- 
cis became the founder of the great 
Order of .Franciscans, whose primary 
rule was poverty. They owned noth- 
ing, but simply went from place to 
place preaching and teaching the 
Christian Religion. Their poverty was 
an aid to them. It loosed them from 
the fetters of wealth and gave them 
a free hand. Now that SL Francis had 
become one of God's poor, he believed 
that ho could truly say with all of his 
poor companions: "Our Father, Who 
art In heaven." 

At Morning Prayer the music was 
played by Miss Dorothy Roeschlein, 
and the singing was especially good. 
In place of a sermon there was an 
address by i\lr. George A. Mason of 
Highland Park. Mr. Masou Is Zone 
Captain of the General Church Pro- 
gram In this zone of the Diocese of 
Chicago. He explained the plan that 
' was adopted by the General Conven- 
tion of Uie Church in Portland, Ore. 
The primary idea Is to educate the 
people of the Episcopal Church con- 
cerning the , great work that their 
Church Is doing In Uils country and 
in foreign lands. A captain Is "to bo 
appointed for each Parish or Mission. 
and then discussion groups of men 
and women to bo organized. The sub- 
jects of discussion and study are the 
Domestic and Foreign Missions of the 
Church, and the work conducted In 
the Diocese of Chicago itself. The 
General Church Program consists of 
two parts, the Budget and the Prlorl- 
tlea. The former refers to the finan- 
cial program of each individual 
church, and of the whole Church, The 
latter refers to the work that the 
Church General wishes to give pri- 
mary attention to during the next 
three years. It la planned that at the 
end of the discussion groups, there 
will be an every-member canvass to 
enlist the cooperation of every mem-

NEW LEAFLET ON CLEAN MILK 
A leallet on clean milk, showing 
that milk of high quality may bo eas- 
ily produced by following a few simple 
rules, has been Issued by "the dairy 
division of the United States depart- 
meutof agriculture. To-produce milk 
clean enough to meet all the roaulre- 
ments of city t^iapectlou la chiefly a 
matter of carefulness, and the meth- 
ods are not dimcult to understand or 
especially hard to carry out for any- 
one who has the inclination. 

The leaflet consists of four pages: 
(1) Clean, healthy cows, (2) steriliza- 
tion of milk utensils, (3) use small- 
top milking pails, and (4) cool milk 
promptly. Each subject Is Illustrated, 
and references are given to bulletins 
which explain it further. "Keep milk 
clean, covered, cold," is the conclud- 
ing advice.

WIDE SPREAD OF CORN BORER 
IN FOUR NEW ENGLAND STATES 
Fourteen townships in the Merri- 
mack Valley of New Hampshire were 
newly invaded this year by the Euro- 
pean corn borer, which has been a 
destructive pest for the last five years 
along the Atlantic, coast of tho New 
England states. Reports of the field 
roprenentatives of the bureau of en- 
tomology of Uio United States depart- 
ment of agriculture indicate Umt 
Nashua, Hudspn, Bedford, Concord, 
Merrimack, Manchester, Hookaett, 
Litchfield, Londonderry, Canterbury, 
Doscawen, Franklin, Bow and Hill are 
affected. The corn borer Is also es- 
tablished In Massachusetts as far west 
as Lancaster, Clinton, Shrewsbury, 
aud Worcester. Its new area extends 
Into Maine as 'far up the coast as 
Saco. and through three townships of 
Uhode Island near Providence. 

On OcL 10 the commissioner of ag- 
riculture of Massachusetts, A. W. Gil- 
bert, conducted a party of state and 
federal legislators and entomologists 
overrule most heavily Infested area 
with the idea of securing additional 
funds for the purpose of combating 
the com borer in these heavily In- 
fested weed and garden districts. At 
tho present Ume available funda are 
Insufficient to atop the further spread 
of thia pest, which attacks truck crops 
as well as corn, and is even destroy- 
ing the beautiful fall New England 
llowera, auch as dahllaa and asters.

Xausnnne, Nov. 21.— The big three 
of the Near East peace conference- 
Premier I'olncare of France. Lord 
Curzon, British foreign secretary, and 
Premier Mussolini of Italy— have 
united upon a program, It was Indi- 
cated at tlic opening of the conference.

WASHINGTON WOMEN INSTALL ' 
MANY LABOR-SAVING DEVICES 
A total of ,463 home conveniences 
were purchased .,by members- of test- 
ing circles recently conducted among 
rural women in the state of Washing, 
ton, under the supenflalon of the ex- 
tension workers of the United States 
department of agriculture. A testing 
circle is usually a group of about six 
wom&n^in a community who try out 
one article at a Umo in their homes, 
and then pass It on In exchange for 
another. piece of' desirable. equipment 
Testing circles were formed In rural 
communities all over the" state. ■ 

, As a result of trying out labor-saving 
devices In their homes,** 105 women 
bought^ pressure cookers for- canning 
and cooking, 96 bought flroless cook- 
ers, 75 bought dish drainers, 70 se- 
lected utility .tables,. 60 .wanted steam 
cookers, 24 purchased gasoline irons, 
20 installed bread mixers, and 13 ob- 
tained vacuum cleaners. U Is Inter- 
esting to note that the dish drainer 
apparently saved more actual time to 
each Individual user than any other 
dpvlco except (.the" pressure cooker, 
which, it Is estimated, will save Wash- 
ington' housewives 32.445 hours of 
time annually. Moreover, a dish drain- 
er saves energy as well as timo^ since 
the operation of wiping dishes is 
oUmlnated. This would not be true in 
the case of a cooking device, because 
the housewlfo would not necessarily 
have been active every minute while 
the food cooked Each of the 75 w:om- 
en who bought d dish drainer expect- 
ed to save 180 hours a year, or half 
an hour d day by Its use.

Put Coin Into Motion. 
It is true that such buyers, by car- 
rying their money out of town In per- 
son, or sending It out by money-ordjer, 
are putting their money Into motion.' 
That Is one step in the process of cir- 
culation as it Is known by economists 
and business men. The dictionary 
says In defming circulation: "Motion 
around or through something, hack to 
the starting point." 

Nothing comes back In the kind of 
"circulation" they are trying to put 
under way. Value received would 
come back to the community, if it 
wore the right kind of circulation. 
That is the theory of all sou^d busi- 
ness. Nothing must bo lost In the 
cycle, whether the return Is in money 
or In kind.

the water level is lowered, and the' 
power that should grind the corn is 
lost. 

Old Saying Truthful. 
And it is as true here as In the old 
saying, that "The mill will never grind 
-^ with the^ water that has passed." 
~*^Ve are getting into Uieory hero, 
but it Is the theory on which all sound 
business life Is based, and our read- 
ers must be -set straight on this point 
if the big campaign of community edu- 
cation which is being carried on An- 
tioch is to succeed.
